An Earnest Plea for a Substantial 
8tate Appropriation for a 
State Institution. 


T he D e m oc r at today presents, 
verbatim , the splendid pa pe r rt.ad 
yesterday by H o n . J . H . B oth well 
before the Im pro ve d L ive S to ck 
B ree d ers’ 
association 
on 
“ T he 
S ta te F a ir an d Its N e e d s ,” as fol­ 
lows : 


“ The State Fair and Its Needs.’' 
T e n years ago^ in this room, I 
addressed the M issouri S to c k m e n ’s 
m eetin g , by request, on the sub- 
^ ject of the “ Im po rta n c e of a S tate 
F a i r . ” 
T ha t 
address 
w as 
pub­ 
lished in C o lm a n ’s R ura l W o rld , 
F e br ua r y 6, 
189 0, a n d in other 
journals. 
W hile I w as then urg in g the im ­ 
po rtan ce of a S ta te F a ir for M is­ 
souri, I touched 
incidentally on 
some points closely connected w ith 
m y present subject. 
A m o n g other 
rem arks I said : 
“ T he S ta te F a ir 
should be centrally located, an d at 
a po in t readily accessible from all 
parts of the state. 
T he grounds 
should be am ple an i well suited 
for the purpose, 
a n d should be 
reached by railw a y tracks, so tha t 
passenger a n d freight cars could 
be readily loaded an d 
unloaded. 
T he n there should 
be street car 
lines an d w ide, good roads from 
the g r o un d s 
to the to w n , all of 
w hich can 
easily be secured in 
pro per com bination at several good 
pfaces in the state. 
“ T he m o st'm o d rn an d desirable 
im pro vem en ts 
for 
tlie

should be placed on the fair grourids : 
by the state, an d they should be 
m odels in 
construction 
a n d 
a r ­ 
ra n g e m e n t, an d of the m ost am ple j 
proportions. 
W he n so located and | 
equippe d , the fund for the suppo rt i 
of the S ta te F a ir should be sub-i 
sta n tial an d generous, suflicient to

“ If properly established and gen-1 
erously suppo rted , if its funds an d i 
its man^igem ent are placed in tliej 
control of the S ta te B oard of A g ­ 
riculture, an d if its m anagers an d 
officers are wise an d energetic in 
the discharge of their duties, the 
M issouri S ta te F'air v/ould be sec­ 
o n d to none in the w hole land, and 
w o uld be a po w erful agency in the 
w o rk of practical industrial educa­ 
tio n .” 
DEMAND FOR A FAIR, 
Y e a r after year the d em an d and 
necessity for a S ta te F a ir in Mis- 
^ ^ s o ur i increased, an d 
the expres- 
• 
sions of le ad in g m en on the subject 
becam e m ore forceful, an d the sen­ 
tim e n t in its favor g re w stronger. 
A t last the general assem bly of 
M issouri, early in 189 9 , passed the 
bill 
in tro d uce d 
by H o n . 
C. 
F. 
C la rk , en titled , “ A n act to pro ­ 
vide, for the establishm ent 
of a 
S ta te F a ir a n d to regulate the co n ­ 
trol 
a n d 
m a n a g e m e n t 
the re o f.” 
T he first section of tha t act declares 
- t he purposes a n d objects of the 
m easure in the fo llow ing lang uage : 
“ S e c t i on 
i . 
F o r the purpose 
of e n c o ura g in g the d evelopm ent of 


the agricultural, horticultural, m e­ 
chanical, m ineral, stock raising and 
all other industrial interests of the 
state of Missouri, there is hereby 
established a S tate F air, to be held 
annually 
at 
some point in 
this 
state, easy of access an d well situ­ 
ated for the purpose, the site for 
w hich is to be selected 
by the 
S tate B oard of A g riculture w ithin 
eig hty days after the ta k in g effect 
of this act. 
S aid fair shall be un ­ 
der the control and m a n ag em en t of 
said board as hereinafter pro vid ­ 
e d .” 
P urs ua n t to law , an d governed 
by the provisions of tha t act, the 
S ta te B oard of A g riculture pro ­ 
ceeded to exercise its pow ers and 
discharge its duties by selecting a 
location for the S tate F a ir adjacent 
to the city of Sedalia, an d securing 
title to 160 acres of land suitable 
for locating the S tate F a ir thereon, 
donated for tha t pur po s e ; and, by 
form al resolution and act of the 
S tate B oard of A g riculture, the 
M issouri S tate F air has been per­ 
m an en tly located at the point se­ 
lected, on the land w hich has been 
deeded to the state. 
It cannot be doubted, and should 
not be questioned, tha t the S tate 
B oard of A g riculture acted w ith 
w isd om ,'inte*‘ ¿ence an d honesty 
in the selection of lands an d in the 
location of the S tate F air. 
E ve ry 
m aterial point wa<i carefully con­ 
sidered and the í-election m ade will 
un d oubtedly **inure lo the best in­ 
terests of the fair and the state in 
g e n e ra l.” 
W hile there are m any 
places in M issouri well suited for 
the location of a S ta te F air, and 
several excellent 
locations 
were 
proposed and ably advocated be­ 
fore the S tate B oard of A g ric ul­ 
ture, I do not hesitate to sav that 
no other point could present all 
the advantages furnished by the lo­ 
cation finally selected, and none 
presented a m ore desirable pro po ­ 
sition. 
NEEDS of t he FAIR. 
T he foregoing rem arks relate to 
history and belong w ith the past. 
T he subject is now of interest oniy 
as it reia-es to the future. 
W ha t 
are the

Missouri, an d wh it action will the

In other great agricultural and

carrfuUv and ^ e n 'ro usly pro tect­ 
ing anct advaiiciiig the intere, ts of 
tiieir sfate f ii. s, in order to pro ­ 
m ote an d adv n-ce the interests of 
nil their 
i » oustrial 
wo» kers.

Onio, In d 'a n i, Illinois, Iow a, Ne- 
bra sk ‘1, M innes >t i an d other states 
state fairs are properly supported 
an d have been supplied witli am ple 
funds for tfie erection of buUdings 
an d the improveriient ot grounds. 
T he stale g o vern m e n t— the g e n ­ 
eral assem bly— the public men and 
politicians of this state— will yield 
to the wishes of the people of the 
state if there be sentim ent w id e ­ 
spread and positive in this state in 
favor of a S ta te F air. 
T he n the 
state g o vern m e n t will m ake neces­ 
sary an d am ple provision to supply 
its needs. 
If there be no such sen­ 
tim en t and no such dem and, then 
it m ay well be expected tha t the 
state g o ve rn m e n t and the general 
assembly will suffer this offspring 
of the state to perish from neglect. 
I believe, an d dare to assert, tha t 
the farm ers, the stock-breeders, the 
industrial w orkers of every class in 
this state, are generally in favor of 
a successful S ta te F air, m an ag ed 
an d ad equately suppo rted by the 
state. 
W itho ut such m a n ag em en t 
an d suppo rt at the outset, there

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STATE EAIR NEEDS

building, and one for agricultural 
and one for horticultural products. 
T he state seems to have done little 
or nothing for its state fairs but the 
people of the state seem to have 
given it support, and they are con- 
H, ducting the fair successfully, with 
^ but a small annual appropriation 
from the state for that purpose. 


T H E M IN N ESO T A F A IR . 
The state fair of Minnesota, held 
at Hamline, midway between St. 
Paul and Minneapolis, has grounds 
of 200 acres, donated by Ramsey 
county, for the improvement of 
which $100,000 was furnished by 
the state, and on which $45,000 
has been spent during the past ten 
years, and the state mak es an ap­ 
propriation for the state fair each 
year of $4,000. 
W ith this support 
a successful state fair is held with- 
I ^ u t other ex pense to the state, and 
they have an income during fair 
week of some $90,000. 
On the 
grounds are 40 substantial build 
ings. 
There are stalls for horses, 
400; cattle, 7 50; pens for sheep, 
300; 
for swine, 300; a poultry 
building 90 feet by 100 fe e t; a 
building 
for 
agricultural 
ex ­ 
hibits, 
lOD 
feet 
by 240 
fe e t; 
horticultural products, 60 feet by 
150 f e e t: several large buildings 
and sheds for vehicles, implements 
and machinery; general ex position 
hall, with 31,000 square feet of 
floor space. 
Also, there is a dairy 
building, art building, 
w om en’s 
building, 
etc., a large building 
containing a continual residence 
for the secretary and offices for 
^ secretary, president, treasurer and 
other officers. There is also a steam 
power plant and many other con­ 
veniences. 
All these state fairs have racing 
track s, and some of them have a 
secondary 
track 
for 
ex ercising 
horses without having to use the 
general racing track for' that pur­ 
pose. 
All of these state fairs, and sev­ 
eral other state fairs in our coun­ 
try, are institutions of great honor 
and great value to their several 
states, and they are managed with 
ability, and are maintain-.d prac­ 
tically 
without ex pense 
to the 
states. 
From each of these states 
come reports of great ijcnefit and 
encouragement to industrial work ­ 
ers of every branch of industry de- 
V rived from the state fairs. 
I can 
think of no better suggestion to 
mak e to the State Board of A gri­ 
culture than to appoint a carefully 
selected ex ecutive committee, and 
/ 
send them to visit the state fair 
grounds in three or four of the 
states, and to confer with the offi­ 
cers and representatives of the state 
boards in those states, and to pro­ 
cure all the information and sug­ 
gestions possible in that way. 
It 
m ight be the part of wisdom for 
the State Board of Agriculture to 
invite the co-operation of a com­ 
mittee from the State Industrial as­ 
sociations, and of a local commit­ 
tee from Seialia. 
In this connec­ 
tion I would suggest also that the 
\ 
State Board of Agriculture apply 
for membership in the “ American 
Association of Fairs and Ex posi- 
. tions,” and that it send each year 
its representatives to the meetings 
V of that im portant body. 


CAN T H IS BE D O N E? 
I am told that there are people 
in this state who do not care 
whether the Missouri State Fair is 
maintained successfully and carriea 
on profitably or not. 
I have been 
told that some there be who would 
wish that the State Fair shall be 
disowned and ignored by the au­ 
thorities of the state, and that it 
be left to perish in its infancy for 
the w ant ot state support. 
My a t­ 
tention hps been called to a para­ 
graph in the act under which the 
State Fair was established and lo­ 
cated, providing that no money 
shall be appropriated from the gen­ 
eral revenue fund of the state for 
the support, improvement or main- 
tenance of the fair, etc., and I am 
ask ed to ex press my views in rela­ 
tion to that clause. 
M y answer to all these sugges­ 
tions shall be that I have always 
been in favor of a State Fair in 
Missouri, to be established, con­ 


trolled and maintained by the state 
in an honorable, 
successful and 
beneficial manner. 
I assume that 
those gentlemen who sought to de­ 
feat the passage of the act estab­ 
lishing a State Fair were so active 
and influential that it was found 
necessary to insert in the measure 
such words as prohibit the appro­ 
priation of money from the state 
revenue fund for the purposes of 
the fair, in order to secure the 
passage and approval of the act. 
Certainly there could be no other 
adequate reason given for putting 
in the act a prohibition so unwise 
and 
unnatural. 
Even 
if 
the 
Fortieth general assembly thought 
it unwise fcr it to appropriate 
money from the state revenue fund 
to aid the State Fair, that assem­ 
bly had no constitutional right or 
power to prohibit future general as­ 
semblies from mak ing such appro­ 
priations for the fair from the gen­ 
eral revenue fund as might from 
time to time seem necessary or ad­ 
visable. 
I assert here, without the 
fear of successful contradiction, 
that the clause referred to has not 
the slightest binding power or au­ 
thority in limiting future legisla­ 
tures in mak ing appropriations for 
the Missouri State Fair. 
Nothing 
short of a constitutional amend­ 
ment could restrict any general as­ 
sembly of Missouri in the ex ercise 
of its vested authority in mak ing 
appropriations from t^e revenue 
fund. 
/ 
SPEA K S AS A M ISSOU RIA N . 
I do not speak merely as a Seda- 
lian. 
I speak as a Missourian, as a 
citizen with interests and princi- 
plef that reach beyond all local 
ana personal considerations. 
I as­ 
sert that the general revenue fund 
A\f this state is largely gathered 
from the farms and work shops of 
our people, and from the produce 
thereof. 
There is no reason in 
principle or in fact for prohibiting 
the use of a small part of that 
revenue for a few years in mak ing 
ample appropriations for the im ­ 
provement 
of 
the 
State 
Fair 
grounds. 
The 
resources of the 
state are ample, and there is every 
reason for assisting and encourag­ 
ing the industrial work ers of the 
state with moderate and reason­ 
able appropriations to aid that 
State Fair which has now been 
established and located by the state 
“ for the purpose of encouraging 
the development of the agricultural, 
horticultural, mechanical, mineral, 
stock -^.*ising and all other indus­ 
trial interests of the state of Mis­ 
souri,” to use the opening words of 
the first section of the law estab­ 
lishing the State Fair. 
I ask you gentlemen to consider 
the proposition 
for a moment. 
W hat encouragement and what 
development will these industries 
have or receive from a State Fair 
managed by the State Board of 
Agriculture if the sole fund pro­ 
vided for its support by the state 
shall be a few thousand dollars de­ 
rived from licenses issued to race­ 
track book mak ers and pool-sellers? 
It is well to be courageous anc 
comprehensive in these matters 
I would be untrue to myself and to 
you— representativ is of the indus 
trial interests of Missouri— if I did 
not claim for the State Fair o 
Missouri that which it most needs 
and without which it cannot be 
successfully maintained, the rea 
sonable 
and 
adequate 
suppor 
of the state, 
which created, es 
tablished and located the fair, anc 
and which retains the control o 
the fair through the agency of the 
State Board of Agriculture. 
It has been suggested to me tha 
when the State Fair was located a 
Sedalia it was with the under 
standing that the state should never 
appropriate money lor improving 
the grounds or maintaining the 
fair. 
In behalf of Sedalia I wish 
to state that the law establishing 
the State Fair had not been then 
read by any citizen here, so far as 
I have been able to learn, and 
certainly had not yet been pub 
lished by the state. 
I had some 
thing to do with the proposition 
from Sedalia, and with its presen­ 
tation before the State Board of 
Agriculture, and I k now that I 
never learned or thought of any 
attem pt being made to lirnit the 
legislatures of the state in all future 
time from m ak ing proper appro­ 
priations 
for 
improving 
the 
grounds or maintaining the State 
Fair. 
NOT A LOCAL E N T E R P R IS E . 
But the State Fair of Missouri is 
not and can not be a local enter­ 
prise. 
Even if the Fortieth gen­ 
eral assembly and all the citizens 
of Sedalia understood the m at­ 
ter alik e, and if they all desired 
that this State Fair shall forever 
remain a puny, inefficient and val­ 
ueless institution, I have the cour­ 
age to declare as my conviction 
that it is my duty and your duty, 
and the duty of every public-spirit­ 
ed work er in Missouri, to under­ 
tak e manfully to secure for our 
State Fair Adequate 
and timely

AN INCUBATOR OSTRÎCIL 


First Ciilck of Its Find Eatclied T'lat 
V/ay in .America. 
Out at the ostrich farm, says Flori­ 
da Times-Iuiion and Citizen, there 
is another curiositv , and this time it 
is the first incubalor-halehed 
ImUy 
ostrich in the United Slates. I’or 
- 
eral years attempts hav e been made at 
Omaha and Los AngeU' 
Imteh il e 
eggs of tiie ostricii. but so far all at- 
OO 
' 
tempts hav e been unsucees-ful. Tiie 
question of ai'qfiying moisture h.as 
been the one problem that 
has 
trouljled all breeders and Ihe uncer- 
taintv of the bird setiing lias made it 
necessary to use the incuualor, if it 
should be prov ed possible. 
Some time ago I\ir. Campbell had 
zen eggs piac'cd in an incu- 
liali a do 
bator, and lias been experimenting 
ev er since. 
AVlien the eggs were 21 
dav s'iii the incubator he broke two of 
them and found perfectly formed 
chicks, with feathers on their m ’-ks 
and rudimentary tail feathers sprout­ 
ing. 
The birds w'ere aliv e and are 
now nreserv ed in alcohol at the show^- 
room of the farm. 
Imcouraged by 
this apparent success he has watclied 
the incubator, which, in turn,, has 
nursed the eggs, and just 41 days 
from tlie time of the first experiment, 
one of the eggs showed signs of mus­ 
cular life, and Mr. Campbell broke the 
shell. Immediately a claw wxas stuck 
through the inner skin of the shell, 
then another, and finally a whole foot 
appeared. 5Ir. Campbell waited until 
afternoon w hen the^ bird was about 
half wav out of the siicil. Finally the 
head began to force its w'ay out of the 
slielFs inner lining, and then the in­ 
cubator baby ostrich winked an eye, 
and he w'as ]>ut hack in the incubaior 
to finish the process of making his 
entry into the wmrkl alone. 
That part of the bird wliich v ras 
v isible w as perfecily formed, and wxas 
cov ered with feathers. Tlie foot had 
a chnv about a quarter of an inch 
long. The young bird is a kicker and 
w-as making v aliant struggles to get 
into business on its own account. 
]\rr. Cairipbeirs success in raising 
this bird in the incubator is in tlie na­ 
ture of a v aluable discov ery. ]\iany 
hundred dollars’ wmrth of eggs hav e 
been w*astcd in experiments, and if 
Mr. Campbell shall succeed in hatcli- 
ing out the eggs which are now in the 
incubator, the discov ery will be worth 
thousands of dollars, it has taken 42 
days’ careful wxatching. 
The ther­ 
mometer lias been kept at 110 degrees, 
and the moisture has been applied at 
interv als as Mr. Campbell thought 
best. 


Electric Fountains in London. 


Three electric fountains hav e l>ccn 
started at the Crystal juiiace, near 
London, and they are drawing laro-o 
crow’ds. hilcctric iouritair> Lav e uccn 
knowm for many years in I'Otli 1 ranee

tients prospered so well that they pre­ 
ferred the tropon to meal when 
al­ 
lowed their choice.
